ArticLe VIII—Dues—Section 1. 

Amendment changed to read: “Annual dues for members 
in organized and unorganized states shall be as follows: regular 
dues, a minimum of two dollars (instead of $1.50 as at pres- 
ent), FIFTY CENTS of which will be used for a year’s sub- 
scription to FOUR LIGHTS; special dues for students and 
Labor, FIFTY CENTS—this FIFTY CENTS to be used’ for a 
year’s subscription to FOUR LIGHTS.

February 13-15, 1948 

To The President Of The United States: 
PROPOSED RESOLUTION ON AMNESTY 

The National Board of the Women’s International League for 
Peace and Freedom meeting in Baltimore, February 13-15, 1948 desires 
to express again to the President its grave concern over the apparent 
indifference with which the Administration views the question of “the 
rights of conscience.” It has been the prized heritage of every American 
that among the early settlers of our own great country, there were a 
number of men brave enough to set at naught, even the laws of their 
country when they came in conflict with what they believed were the 
laws of God. Yet, today, men acting in accord with their highest inner 
light are considered and treated as criminals by our government. 

We refer specifically to those men who felt it their conscientious 
duty to protest the Selective Service Act by accepting imprisonment 
rather than comply with it and who, long after the Act itself is 
terminated, find themselves still listed as criminals and regarded with 
all the suspicion which society generally attaches to criminal male- 
factors. 

While we have carefully studied the report of the Committee on 
Amnesty and appreciate the clemency already granted to a small 
number of these men, it is because of the traditional and inherent 
right of an American citizen to act in accord with the dictates of his 
conscience that we urge you, Mr. President, to grant an immediate and 
general amnesty to all violators of the former Selective Service Act. 

If you err, Mr. President, let it be on the side of justice and mercy!

The National Board of the Women’s International League for

smaller nation. We believe that this would be an appropriate time for 
the United States to develop further its foreign policy by initiating 
steps toward the internationalization of the Panama Canal, under the 
United Nations. 

We believe that open seas and connecting waterways are inter- 
national in character and should not be owned by nations; that the 
internationalization of the Panama Canal would set an example for the 
other countries dominating similar waterways, to recognize such a 
principle; and that the function of the United Nations can thus be 
extended in a new direction for the benefit of all countries.

CHINA

aid the present Government of China. We believe that such aid has the 
disastrous éflect of continuing civil war through attempting to main- 
tain a government which does not enjoy the support of the Chinese 
people, and of increasing the bitterness against the United States 
which more and more Chinese feel every day the war goes on. 

The Women’s International League further urges that the United 
States advisory assistance group be withdrawn from China and that 
the United States fleet leave Chinese waters.

RESOLUTION ON THE INTER-AMERICAN 
MILITARY COOPERATION ACT 


The members of the National Board of the Women’s International 
League for Peace and Freedom, meeting in Baltimore, February 13-15, 
1948, register our emphatic protest against the kind of hemisphere 
defense embodied in H.R. 3836. We point out that the most serious 
threat to peace and democracy in the Americas is the infiltration and 
spread of undemocratic ideas, and that these can be checked not by 
force, but by removing the causes which foster them, i.e., dictatorships 
and excessively low standards of living. 

We object to the Inter-American Military Cooperation Act on 
these grounds: 

1. It was clearly shown in the hearings on this bill that the plan 
would strengthen the existing dictatorships and generally increase 
military prestige in Latin America to the detriment of democracy, and 
would promote rivalry by throwing out of balance the existing rela- 
tionships among American nations. 

2. It would cost large sums both to American tax payers and to 
the Latin American countries, which the latter badly need for indus- 
irial and agricultural developments. 

3. Since the plan contemplates only the military defense of the 
Hemisphere, it provides no fundamental approach to the main problem, 
which is to bring about better living conditions and to encourage 
democratic procedures so that totalitarian ideologies will not take root. 

We therefore, urge a different approach to hemisphere defense, 
viz.; that our inter-American policy be directed toward strengthening 
political democracy, and our available funds be used to promote 
economic democracy among our southern neighbors by helping pur- 
chase industrial machinery, transportation and sanitary equipment, etc., 
which will enable them to develop their, natural resources and thus 
help raise the standard of living.

DISPLACED PERSONS 


The National Board of the Women’s International League for 
Peace and Freedom, meeting in Baltimore, February 13-15, 1948, appeals 
to the Senate Judiciary Committee for immediate, fair and generous 
action in behalf of the displaced persons. We cannot state too emphatic- 
ally our desire for speedy enactment of legislation, such as the Stratton 
Bill, which would permit admission to the United States of our fair 
share, at least 400,000 of these people, on an emergency non-quota 
basis, but in accord with existing methods of screening carried on by 
immigration officials. We urge, further, that the legislation attest to the 
persistence and vitality of our democratic heritage by excluding no 
person because of his nationality, race, religious belief, or occupation, 
and by safeguarding the family unit. 


To: the President of the United States 
LOYALTY 


The National Board of the Women’s International League for 
Peace and Freedom meeting in Baltimore, February 13-15, 1948, de- 
plores Executive Order 9835, dealing with the loyalty of Federal em- 
ployees, on two grounds: (1) this order impairs freedom of association 
by authorizing the Attorney General in his absolute discretion to 
declare organizations subversive, without prescribing substantive or 
procedural standards and without any provision for appeal; (2) the 
order permits the stigmatization of individuals as disloyal to their 
country without assuring them an opportunity to confront their accusers. 
While we deem it vitally important to prevent employment of genuinely 


disioyal persons by the Government, it seems to us ai least equally. 


important to prevent impairment of essential American values; among 
these we count the safeguards against injustice, which are a part of 
the American judicial process, and a respect for the dignity and free- 
dom of the individual human personality. 

We welcome the setting up of the Board of Review, but strongly 
urge to adoption, for the protection of accused persons in these loyalty 
cases, of the usual procedures that are available to accused persons 
in the federal courts. 


RESOLUTION ON GANDHI 


RESOLVED that we American members of the Women’s Inter- 
national League for Peace and Freedom desire to testify to our rever- 
ance for Mahatma Gandhi and to our deep gratitude to him. 

Facing his loss, less in mourning (though we do mourn) than in 
rejoicing in the triumphant character of his life, we look to him as 
the herald of a future when reliance on brute violence will be in- 
creasingly replaced by confidence in spiritual force. 

We desire to express to representatives and leaders of every religious 
and racial group of the great people from which he sprang, our sym- 
pathy in their deep bereavement and a hope that the life of devotion 
and sacrifice of this noble son of India may bear fruit in a growing 
spirit of brotherhood among the people whom he so ardently loved. 
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
